ton county (Ga.) honor camp conduct- 
ed under the obber\ ation of the United 
States office of public roads and rural 
engineering and the United States, pub- 
lic health service. This notwithstand- 
ing the facts that the convicts were 
worked without aimed gauid*. with- 
out exception il conditions as to hours 
of labor, \\ ithout special rewards or 
other unusual inducements to t^ood 
behavior and with the camp located 
near a trolley line and within 11 miles 
of the city of Atlanta, from 
which

SANITATION IN THE HOG LOT 


Important as Preventive of Cholera 


and Other Diseases—Cleanliness 


Is Relied Upon. 
•*• 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of. Agriculture.) 


The greatest drawbacks to the hog 


industry that breeders in this country 
have to contend with are the losses 
through hog cholera, tuberculosis, and 
the infestation of the animals, especial- 
ly young pigs, by parasites. Were it 
not for the fecundity of swine their 
profitable production in the presence 
of these serious diseases would be out 
of the question. In the following re- 
marks on sanitation no attempt is 
made to go Into the details of the dis- 
eases affecting hogs or their treatment. 
The object is merely to call attention 
to the simple measures which may be 
used by any fanner to avoid, to a large 
extent, the decimation of his herd by 
epizootics. Cleanliness and rational 
methods of management are relied up- 
on by thousands of farmers to keep 
their herds in health and vigor. They 
are the marks of the good farmer and 
successful hog breeder. 


Hog cholera and swine plague, both 


highly fatal diseases characterized by 
fever and heavy mortality, are so very 
similar that the breeder may regard 
tbem as identical so far as his practi- 
cal management of the herd is con- 
cerned. 
Positive differentiation 
be- 


Pigs Kept Under Sanitary Conditions. 
tween the two diseases can only be 
made by the most carelul bacteriolog- 
ical tests, and by emplojing the assist- 
ance oftered by a fully equipped lab- 
oratory. However, samtaiy preventive 
methods \\hich are loum! boneficri1 
with one of these diseases will prove 
equally efflracious with the other. 


There are a few fundamental facts 


which the breeder must remember il 
he is to a\olcl losses through hoj; chol- 
era or swine plague. Tho first is that 
they are specific diseases caused by 
germs, and the contagion cannot be 
spread from one animal to another or 
from 
one herd to 
another except 


through the agency of these minute or- 
ganisms. They may be earned in a 
multitude of ways—by the hogs them- 
selves, on thn clothing of persons, on 
vehicles, in feed, by birds, dogs, ano" 
other animals, or by streams. 
brop(1iji£ or feed of. n bog on n not 


either disease, although bad methods 
may so weaken the constitution and vi- 
tality that the animal becomes more 
susceptible to them than would other- 
wise be the case. Since these diseases 
can only arise from the presence of 
their specific causative agents, it can 
readily be seen that dentititon and the 
presence of supernumerary teeth or 
black tusks cannot, as has been sug- 
gfofed by many, plav any part in their 
development. A second fact to be borne 
in mind is that diseases caused by 
germs may *ie best prevented or con- 
trolled by thorougl d'sinfection an«? 
scrupulous cleanliness.

TO INCREASE POULTRY STOCK 


New Opportunities for Specialists to 


Co-operate With Raisers in Best 


Production.

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


While the main effort in the 
cam- 


paign to Increase the nation's stocks of 
productive poultry is to be directed to 
the general farmer and the city house- 
holder, it does not follow that the spe- 
cialist in poultry production cannot 
render good service in this cause. He 
may find it desirable and conducive 
to his greater profit to diversify his 
farming by devoting more attention 
to live stock other than poultry and 
to producing a larger proportion of his 
feedstuffs on his own ground. 


It may be doubtful in some cases 


whether a special poultry farm can 
operate profitably along the same 
lines as In the past. 
The grower of 


table poultry can us» his stock, plant 
and equipment for production along 
eorne other line that will be profitable 
at this time. Indeed, in most cases he 
must so adapt his business to changed 
conditions or sacrifice what he has in- 
vested in it. 


Every farmer that becomes inter- 


ested in increasing and improving his 
farm poultry, and every town resident 
who begins to keep poultry in the back 
yard is going to buy stock or eggs for 
hatching, or baby chicks. This should 
cause at least the normal demand for 
birds, eggs, and stock In the early part 
of the year, and also stimulate de- 
mand for pullets in the fall. 


The attention of poultry breeders 


who want to produce to meet popular 
demands may well be called to the ad- 
vantage of the "farming out" -method 
of producing stock in quantity. Farm- 
ers who are interested in increasing 
and improving their stock and town 
people who have room to grow more 
chickens than they wish for them- 
selves will in many cases find it an ad- 
vantage to grow stock for a breeder 
in their vicinity. 
With so much new 


Interest developing, it should be easier 
than usual to get breeders and the 
poultry keepers near them to co-oper- 
ate in the production of fowls, fT 
laying especially. 
Such an airange- 


ment is to the advantage of both. 
It 


reduces the cost of getting good stock 
to the grower and the risk on growing 
Stock to the brooder.

The success of this line of work and 


co-operation depends very largely upon 
early batching, and that in turn de-

Wheat yields are distressingly low 


in the United States—lower than in 
any of the other big wheat-producing 
countries except Russia and India. 
This fact did not attract much atten- 
tion until we began to need wheat 
very badly and until the price of 
wheat went to .$2.00 or more per 
bushel. Farmers then began to ask, 
"Hov/ can we grow more per acre?" 


The answer lies 5n reversing the 


condition which brought about the low 
yields. Fertility must be restored. 


The Ohio experiment station has 


worked on this pioblem of increasing 


! wheat yields for many years, and they 


have found that by the use of com- 
mercial fertilizer they can bring the 
yield up to respectable proportions— 
where it will pay a profit. The aver- 
age vielcl of unfertilized plots on land 
which is typicnl ol much of this coun- 
try was 10.7 bushels per acre. A profit 
is hardly possible with a yield like 
(lint, even when the price of wheat is 
where it is today. When fertilizer was 
used to return the soil to something 
like its native fertility, the average of 
all yields was easily brought up to 24 
bushels per acre. In many cases the 
yield was more than that, but the aver- 
ago of all was 24 bushels. 


When we remember that no more 


time is consumed in plowing and fit- 
ting the land and but little more for 
harvesting the 24-bushel yield as com- 
pared with the 10-bushel yield, \ve can 
see how the profit mounts up as soon 
ns we begin to grow better wheat
